Boost New Administration Pay 


Scales $40 Million; 


Leadership Bonus Proposed For Officers; 1 June Date Seen 


SENATE Armed Services Subcom- 

mittee this week was considering a 
revised military pay bill that would add 
$40,000,000 to the Administration’s coun- 
ter proposal to the House-passed meas- 
ure. 

A highlight of the closed-door action 
by the Senate group was consideration of 
extra “leadership pay” for as many as 10 
per cent of active duty officers. 

There was some talk the Stennis Sub- 
committee would propose as much as 
$150 extra for some colonels, $100 for 
lieutenant colonels, $50 for majors and 
$50 for captains. 

Another formula under discussion by 
the Subcommittee, headed by Senator 
John Stennis (D-Miss) would authorize 
an officer differential of 10% for those 
in grade O- and above and 5% extra for 
those in lower ranks. 


The House-passed bill, which carried a 
price tag of $683,000,000, provided no ex- 
tra pay for officers to parallel the pro- 
ficiency pay of up to $150 per month for 
enlisted personnel. 

It is believed likely the Senate Sub- 
committee will urge that the $1875 four- 
star pay be retained for the Chairman 
and the members of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, with the probability that the Sen- 
ate would go along with an Administra- 
tion-proposed cut to $1700 of others in 
four-star status. 

The House bill stipulated that the 
raises should become effective the first 
day of the month following enactment of 
the legislation. The Administration rec- 
ommended a 1 July date. 

Best guess now is that the Senate will 
move speedily to vote a pay bill and that 
a conference meeting between House and 


Senate members will follow almost im- 
mediately. 

This would point the way to a 1 June 
effective date. However, there is a pos- 
sibility House members may insist on a 
1 May date, and that the Administration 
may demand al July date. 

After the House voted the $683,000,000 
measure, the Administration made 
known its belief that the cost was tov 
high, and suggested a $527 million bill. 

Revised pay scales were proposed vy 
the Administration and were published 
in fullin last week’s issue of THE 
JOURNAL. 

The revised scales carried pay cuts be- 
low the House bill which ranged up to 
$20 per month for thousands of officers 
and enlisted men, but with increases of 
$50 or $75 per month for brigadier gen-

Reorganization Hearings Reveal Single- 
Service, Single-Mission R&D Program 


ESEARCH and development programs of the Defense Department will be con- 
centrated under single-mission, single-Service spotlights, if the Congress ap- 


proves the Pentagon reorganization plan. 


This step was explained by Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy as the House 
Armed Services Committee began on 22 April what promises to be a lengthy and 
detailed study of the proposed reorganization. 

The Committee had agreed earlier to take the proposal out of the hands of the 
13-member Kilday Subcommittee in order to provide all 37 members of the parent 
committee with a complete understanding of the plan. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga), who has attacked the plan as a move to merge 
the Armed Forces and create a supreme general staff, declared at the outset of 
the hearings that his Committee will study the recommendations objectively, and 


in detail. He made it clear that in his 
view, partisan considerations will not 
prevail. 

Mr. Vinson said each witness (24 al- 
ready are scheduled to appear) will stay 
in the witness chair until every member 
of the Committee has had all of his ques- 
tions satisfactorily answered. 

Secretary McElroy opened the Pen- 
tagon’s plea for the reorganization with 
the statement that he believes most of 
the fears expressed about the plan will 
be dissipated as each of the proposals is 
unfolded and explained. 

In other highlights:

Condition Of The Fleet 


The Navy says the material condition 
of Pacific and Atlantic Fleet ships ranges 
from “barely satisfactory to good,” and 
the trend toward unsatisfactory condi- 
tion still continues. By 1962, the Navy 
says, 70 percent of the active fleet ships 
will be 15 years old or older. At present, 
destroyer types and amphibious vessels 
are barely satisfactory; carriers, subma- 
rines, auxiliary vessels and minecraft are 
satisfactory; only cruisers are in “good” 
condition.

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Will Reorganization Plan Mean Merger? 
What Functions Can SecDef Abolish? 


ILL the President’s Reorganization Plan merge the Armed Forces, create a 
general staff and a single chief af staff? 


How do the present statutory roles and missions of the Armed Forces impair the 
authority of the Secretary of Defense? 

Will the Secretary, under the President’s plan, have power to abolish, transfer, 
reassign or consolidate the Corps of Engineers, the Medical Corps, the Veterinary 
Corps, the Bureau of Yards and Docks, or any of the other bureaus.or corps estab- 
lished by law? 


These are questions which Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the Armed Services 
Committee has asked Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy to answer in writing. 


Here is the full text of the searching questions asked by Mr. Vinson: 


IS THIS MERGER? 


‘‘Mr. Secretary: The military departments have been eliminated as executive agents, and 
the committee system abolished, by Presidential order. The President's bill seeks to enlarge 
the Joint Staff, put the Joint Staff under the Chairman, eliminate the command or supervi- 
sion responsibility of the military chiefs for all forces assigned to unified commands, and 
place the Director of the Joint Staff under the Chairman. 


“The Joint Staff will be converted from a planning staff to an operational staff, and the 
military departments will have responsibilty for those remaining non-combatant functions 
as you may determine they shall have. Forces assigned to the unified commands will be 
completely under the command of qa unified commander and the Joint Staff. For practical 
purposes, is this merger? Does it create a single Chief of Staff? Does it create a general 
staff? 


WHAT CAN BE ABOLISHED? 


‘“‘Mr. Secretary, the President’s propcsal contains language which authorizes you to trans- 
fer, reassign, abolish, or consolidate all functions now performed by the military services, 
including combatant functions. The proposal further states that no function which has been 
or is hereafter authorized by law to be performed by the Department of Defense or any 
officer or agency thereof, shall be substantially transferred, reassigned, abolished or consoli- 
dated until 30 days after a report shall have been made by the Secretary to the Committee 
on Armed Services of the Congress. 


‘‘Present law provides that you cannot transfer, reassign, abolish or consolidate any of the 
statutory combatant functions of the respective services. Functions other than combatant 
functions which are authorized by law to be performed by the Department of Defense may 
be transferred, reassigned, abolished, or consolidated after a report has been made to both 
Committees on Armed Services. 


‘‘Would you explain to the Committee please why the words ‘‘or any officer or agency 
thereof’’ has been inserted in the President’s proposai with regard to the consolidation, 
transfer, abolition, and reassignment of functions now authorized by law? 


‘‘Now to clarify this situation even further, would you construe your power under this pro- 
vision of the President’s proposal in such a manner as to authorize you to abolish, transfer, 
reassign or consolidate the Corps of Engineers, the Medical Corps of the respective services, 
the Veterinary Corps, the Bureau of Yards and Docks or any of the other bureaus or corps 
established by law? 


DO ROLES & MISSIONS AFFECT SECURITY? 


“Mr. Secretary, the combatant functions of the respective services are spelled out in law. 
These are referred to as roles and missions. The law is very flexible in this regard, merely 
spelling out the basic roles and missions, but allowing great flexibility in the assignment of 
new weapons, The Key West Agreement and the so-called ‘‘Functions Papers’’ is proof of 
this. 


‘‘What is wrong with the present statutory combat functions as now contained in existing 
law? Why do you want the authority to abolish them, consolidate them, reassign them, or 
transfer them? Can you give us a single example of how these statutory roles and missions 
have impaired national security? In what way do these roles and missions carefully enumer- 
ated by the Congress, impair your authority?’’ 





Service Academy Superintendents Warn Of Cross-Education Limit; 


Meeting At New London, They Also Hit Obligated Service Increase 


The Superintendents of the four Serv- 
ice Academies (photograph Page 1) have 
warned there is a danger of expanding 
joint training at the undergraduate level 
to a point where it interferes with basic 
education. 

The Superintendents, taking cogni- 
zance of legislative proposals that would 
increase the obligated service tours of 
graduates, declared this “is not in the 
best interests of the Academies.”

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Service Academy Superintendents Meet 


In all the current talk about inter-Service rivalry, the Nation 
frequently is not advised adequately about the great measure of inter- 
Service cooperation at all echelons, such as marked last week’s meeting 
at New London, Conn., of the four Academy Superintendents. Assem- 
bling at the U. S. Coast Guard Academy, as the guests of RAdm, Frank 
A. Leamy, USCG, the Superintendents and their staffs wasted no time 
in getting down to specifics. (Page 3). 

Their words of caution concerning the danger of diluting basic ed- 
ucation programs at the Academies in favor of ambitious joint training 
ventures should be heeded carefully. Also, at a time when there is some 
support on Capitol Hill for extending obligated tours of Academy grad- 
uates up to a period of 10 years, the counsel of the Superintendents merits 
close study. They point out that proper motivation does not come from 
such required service. 

Another important problem discussed at the New London sessions con- 
cerned the matter of appointments to the Academies. We believe there 
is strong merit in the recommendation that Members of Congress appoint 
10 candidates for each vacancy. Futhermore, although the Superintend- 
ents did not state such a conclusion, we are certain that the motivation 
factor would be greatly enhanced if Congress gave the President au- 
thority to name more men from the Services and more Sons of the Services 
to the Academies. 

All in all, the meeting of the Superintendents was an auspicious 
occasion. We can look forward hopefully to the 1959 conference at West 
Point. 


Good Neighbor Policy In The Armed Services 


Before World War II, when the Armed Forces were smaller and 
more self-contained they were also more insular and isolated from the 
life of the communities around them. As they have grown in size and 
complexity new problems have arisen. The increased size and activities 
of the Services encroach on the life of the neighboring civilians. Military 
traffic flows over the nearby roads, service families use the local facilities, 
the stores and the churches and their children attend the community 
schools. And, most aggravating of all, Army trucks and tanks sprawl 
over the fields and roads and Air Force planes roar over homes at unex- 
pected hours. 

It is a tribute to the adaptiveness of the Services that they have 
met these new and growing problems with planned programs which, by 
and large, have been remarkably successful. Take, for example, the Air 
Force’s problem of operating jet aircraft with their roaring, screeching 
noises. When such planes first came into operation, the reaction of the 
communities was almost catastrophic. Resentment and anger seriously 
hampered the defense program—in fact, in some instances military flying 
was drastically curtailed as the result of protests. 

But the ability of the Services to adapt themselves to new conditions 
and solve their problems through planned programs has been well demon- 
strated in these conditions. An example of this effort, which has: been 
repeated many times throughout the Nation, is the program conducted 
by officials at Andrews AFB, in southern Maryland nearby to Wash- 
ington, D. C., when they recently converted to Convair F-102A’s for their 
95th Fighter Interceptor Squadron. The Delta Dagger is a highly efficient 
all-weather interceptor, but no one can deny that when one of these super- 
sonic fighters takes off and climbs with its afterburner it is a screaming, 
roaring behemoth. ‘ 

Looking forward to this transition, Col. William T. Smith, Base 
Commander, set up a planned program. Some 40 leaders of the nearby 
communities, mayors, councilmen, presidents of civic clubs, etc., were 
taken to Ent AFB, Colo., and shown how the Air Defense Command works 
and its importance to our national security. Next, they were guests at 
the Convair factory in San Diego where Convair and Hughes Aircraft, 
manufacturer of the Falcon missile which arms the F-102, indoctrinated 
the citizens into the problems and accomplishments of designing and pro- 
ducing these weapons. Later, Colonel Smith invited the civic leaders and 


their wives back to Andrews to meet Lt. Col. Joel D. Thorvaldson, Com, 
mander of the 95th, and his officers, and to see the new F-102s going 


into service for their defense. 


The reaction has been impressive. The towns and cities in the 4p. 
drews area now feel a close kinship to their neighbors in the Air Defeny 
Command and they understand that those horrendous noises they some 
times hear are for their own defense. This procedure has been repeate 
wherever Convair F-102s have gone into operation. Col. Barney Oldfiely

STRONG WORDS FROM 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE 


President Eisenhower at a news 
conference 23 April lashed out at 
reporters questioning his Defense 
Reorganization Plan. 

He said the plan weakens neither 
the Services nor their respective 
Chiefs. 

The Chief Executive declared: 
“It might be just as well sensible 
for you to say that Congress is 
suddenly going nuts and complete- 
ly abolishing the Defense Depart- 
ment.” 

The President added that im- 
proper use of the centralized power 
contained in the reorganization 
program “is just not possible if 
we are sensible people.” 





The Chairman said his Committee will 
“make the record crystal clear as to the 
intent behind each suggestion that has 
been or will be made with regard to the 
organization of the Department of De- 
fense.” 


SecDef. McElroy Leads Off 


Secretary McElroy, in his lead-off 
statement, told the Committee “most of 
the concerns that have been expressed 
about the President’s proposals will dis- 
appear” as the various features of the 
proposal are studied in detail. 

He said “the heart and soul” of the 
plan is its emphasis on the unified com- 
mand and the “continuing refinement” 
of that concept. g 


The Secretary declared that the direc- 
tion of the unified commands “in the 
stepped-up tempo of modern warfare” 
must go from commander-in-chief to the 
unified commanders “in as direct and 
clear a line as possible.” He noted that 
under the President’s plan, the military 
departments, the Service Secretaries and 
the individual Service Chiefs “will no 
longer be interposed between the Secre- 
tary of Defense and the unified com- 
manders.” He said “The command line 
will be made straight and clear.” 

Mr. McElroy said that to execute his 
responsibilities in this field, the Secre- 
tary of Defense will require the best 
military advice he can obtain. Thus, the 
reorganization proposes that the Chiefs 
of Staff devote more time to strategic 
planning, and that their professional 
staff be strengthened, he said. 


No Merger Contemplated 


The plan “does not contemplate” merg- 
er of the Armed Forces, he said, any 
more than the numerous unified com- 
mands now in existence “have tended to 
merge or destroy” the Services. 

He told the Committee, the President’s 
proposal to do away with separate ad- 
ministration of the military departments 
is designed to reduce “needless argument 
and misunderstanding which adds to the 
difficulty of administering the Depart- 
ment.” 

Commenting on the “misgivings” which 
have been expressed that the new pro- 
posal seeks to put the entire defense ap- 
propriation in the hands of the Secretary 
of Defense “for him to dispose of as he 
sees fit,” he said “No such change is 
sought or wanted. The objective is sim- 
ply to provide the Secretary of Defense 
with modest flexibility in the handling 
of defense funds so that unanticipated 
needs of the unified commands can be 
met properly—and _ scientific break- 
throughs can be exploited rapidly.” 

This is not covered in the proposed 
legislation. Mr. McElroy said “it is ex- 
pected to be worked out in connection 
with the fiscal year 1960 and subsequent 
appropriation acts.” When the time 
comes, he said, the Pentagon believes it 
can “reach agreement with Congress and 
its appropriate committees on a method 
whereby this can be accomplished.” 


Questions “Gag” Statement 


Chairman Vinson opened the question- 
ing under rules which restrict each mem- 
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ber of the Committee to 15 minutes at a 
time. All of his questions were directed 
at Secretary McElroy’s recent National 
Press Club statement that there would 
be “no excuse” for officers and officials 
making public speeches against the Pres- 
ident’s plan, although they would be free 
to give their views fully and frankly to 
Congressional committees, if asked. 

Secretary McElroy also told the Press 
Club “I would think that if a man of in- 
tegrity and conscience felt so strongly 
opposed to the basic policies and pro- 
grams of his organization that he could 
not effectively discharge his responsibili- 
ties, he would so advise his superiors.” 
This was widely interpreted as a strong 
hint that members of the military estab- 
lishment should resign if their views 
were in too sharp conflict with those of 
the commander-in-chief. 

Mr. Vinson asked if it was safe to as- 
sume that Mr. McElroy made the state- 
ment because he knew that many offi- 
cers and officials in the Defense Depart- 
ment would disagree with the President’s 
recommendations. 


Secretary McElroy said the only rea- 
son for the statement was that his pub- 
lic relations advisers had informed him 
that the question would be asked and 
that he should have an answer ready. He 
readily admitted, however, “Frankly, I 
am sure there are varying degrees of en- 
thusiasm for this proposal in the Defense 
Department.” 

In response to other questions on the 
same subject, Secretary McElroy said no 
one would be penalized for opposing the 
plan before Congressional committees, 
nor would he expect such individuals to 
submit their resignations. He said the 
only attitude that will count will be the 
one the individual adopts after the re- 
organization plan becomes law. 

He denied that such officers would be 
classified as “obstructionists” or that 
they would be held back from top com- 
mand on the basis of their Congressional 
testimony. 


Funds Authority Would 
Be Limited 

Representative Overton Brooks (D.- 
La.) delved into the proposed transfer of 
funds authority to the Secretary of De- 
fense. 

Secretary McElroy said plans will have 
to be worked out with the appropriations 
committees, but the Department current- 
ly is thinking about an amount which 
would be less than 10 per cent, “maybe 
five per cent,” of the entire Defense 
budget. 

The added funds authority would give 
the SecDef. increased flexibility, he said, 
to deal with emergencies and to exploit 
breakthroughs in the development of 
new weapons systems. 

Congressman Brooks asked if Secre- 
tary McElroy advocates “unification” of 
the Armed Forces. 

The Defense Secretary said no such 
step is intended or desired. He said the 
separate Services constitute “one of the 
key morale factors” in the overall De-

fense organization at the present time. 

He also said it is not the intention of 
the President’s proposal to set up a sin- 
gle chief of staff or a supreme general 
staff. “It is our belief that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff is the form in which the 
joint chiefs operation should continue to 
function.” 


Services Have Side-stepped 
Common Objectives 


Representative Leslie J. Arends (R. 
Ill.) questioned Secretary McElroy about 
the President’s expressed desire to re- 
move “all doubts” about the Secretary of 
Defense’s authority. He asked what some 
of the “doubts” are. 

Secretary McElroy said the basic doubt 
is the language in the present law which 
gives him full authority over the mili- 
tary departments but permits the indi- 
vidual Service Secretaries to administer 
their departments “separately.” He said 
the confusion raised by this language 
“has been used as an excuse not fully to 
proceed toward common objectives.” 

Former Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Charles A. Coolidge, who served as one 
of the consultants in the development of 
the reorganization plan, said the “sepa- 
rately administered” wording was just 
“sand in the gear box.” Other obstacles, 
he said, are the Secretary’s lack of au- 
thority to transfer, reassign and abolish 
functions in the Armed Forces, to assign 
missions to the unified commands, and 
to conduct and operate R&D programs 
under the Armed Forces procurement 
act. 


Congressman Arends said previous 
testimony before the Armed Services 
Committee has indicated the Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense create some of the 
bottlenecks in the Defense Department 
organization. He said it is difficult for 
these officials to do a good job since most 
of them serve only about 16 months. 

Secretary McElroy said this problem 
was thoroughly examined and the Penta- 
gon is prepared to ask each Assistant 
Secretary to come up and explain what 
his duties are and how they are fulfilled. 

Chairman Vinson said all of the As-

The Assistant Secretaries of Defense 
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THE STRONGLY WORDED CONTROVERSY between President 
Eisenhower and Chairman Vinson of the House 
Armed Services Committee over Defense Reorgan- 
ization could have ramifications on the mili- 
tary pay front. Mr. Vinson took a leading role 
in securing House passage of a pay bill sub- 
stantially costlier than proposed by the Ad- 
ministration. The fact that there were only 22 
dissenting votes in the House may prompt Chair- 
man Vinson to make this another issue of con- 
trol over the Services should the Senate, at 
the strong urging of the White House, cut the 
increases by substantial amounts. 


INTERNAL INFORMATION PROGRAMS in all the Services, 
aimed at keeping military families informed, 
will suffer if PubInfo staffs are slashed and 
centralized under DoD. During the past several 
years, there's been increased emphasis on get- 
ting the word to the troops. 


MAY MARKS A YEAR since the Pentagon first announced 
plans for enlisted proficiency pay. Less than 
$50,000,000 is involved--about half a day's 
cost for the Armed Forces. 


THERE'S BEEN MUCH TALK about the possibility of SAC 
gaining operational control: of some Naval 
weapons, for example the Polaris submarines, 
in unified strategic warfare planning. Less 
has been said about the prospect that some com- 
mands headed by Naval officers, say the Pacific 
Command under Admiral Stump, will take from SAC 
the control of some bombers, such as the B-47 
units deployed to Guam. 


THE RISE OF ARMY AVIATION has prompted Pentagon 
planners to take a new look at officer training 
programs. Consideration is being given to a 
target of providing 25% of combat arms officers 
with training as fixed or rotary wing pilots. 


NAVY, AIR FORCE AND MARINE RECRUITERS can’t be en- 
thused over a new Army poster that is receiving 
wide circulation. It has a fiery representation 
of the Explorer rocket with the words: "Pioneers 
in Space, U. S. Army Missilemen." The Army is 
conducting an energetic recruiting program to 
Sign up young men for initial missile assign- 
ments nearby their homes. 


THE ARMY AIR DEFENSE COMMAND, under Lt. Gen. Charles 
E. Hart, is abandoning the 48-year-old "antiair- 
craft artillery” designation of its brigades and 
groups. Henceforth, they will be known as Army 
Air Defense Artillery units. The Pentagon is 
studying a proposal to extend the modernized 
designations to non-divisional Army air defense 
battalions; pending a decision, the battalions 
will bear the "AAA" classification. An example 
of the new titles: the 47th Antiaircraft Artil- 
lery Brigade becomes the 47th Air Defense Artil- 
lery Brigade. 


SUPPORT FOR SERVICE PAY came voluntarily from the 
150 civic and community leaders who visited 
Andrews AFB 19 April to attend an open house 
ceremony marking the transition of the 95th FIS 
to Convair F-102's.

Military Appeals Court 
Clarifies Law Officer Job 


The U. S. Court of Military Appeals, 
in the U. S. v Turner, has clarified the 
functions of a law officer at a General 
Court Martial. 

It held that the law officer and the 
president of a special court martial 
“must advise the members in open court 
on the maximum permissible limits of 
punishment prior to deliberation on the 
sentence.” 

The court noted that “prejudicial er- 
ror occurs when the law officer appears 
in closed session and refers the court 
martial to outside legal sources affect- 
ing the sentence without affording the 
accused and his counsel the opportunity 
to object or request clarification of such 
matters.”

To June °59 Fleet Strength 


Of 864 Ships; 48 Inactivations Scheduled 


The Navy, which had a strength of 
901 ships this fiscal year, will drop to 
864 by 30 June 1959, with inactivations 
scheduled for four carriers, Boxer, Philip- 
pine Sea, Leyte and Princeton, four cruis- 
ers, 11 submarines and one destroyer. 

A Pentagon announcement 14 April 
said these inactivations “are being made 
in order to make way for 31 new and 
converted ships. 

Three of the four aircraft carriers are 
employed in anti-submarine duty and the 
fourth, Boxer, is employed in support 
of Operation Hardtack, the forthcoming 
AEC-DOD tests at the Pacific Proving 
Ground. 

These carriers were all originally com- 
missioned in 1945 and 1946, and have 
seen continuous duty since that time. 
The three anti-submarine carriers will 
be replaced in that type of duty by three 
attack type carriers which will be re- 
classified. 

One new Forrestal class carrier, In- 
dependence, and one converted Essex 
class carrier, Oriskany, will be commis- 
sioned early next year. 

The four cruisers to be inactivated are 





the heavy cruisers Salem, soon to return 
from two years duty as the flagship of 
the Sixth Fleet, and Columbus, and the 
light cruisers Worcester and Roanoke. 
Two guided missile cruisers—Little Rock 
and Oklahoma City—are scheduled to 
join the fleet during fiscal 1959, with the 
Galveston joining the fleet this fiscal 
year. 

In addition to the aircraft carriers and 
cruisers, other new ships scheduled to 
join the fleet during the year are six de- 
stroyers, four conventional-powered sub- 
marines, four nuclear-powered subma- 
rines, four destroyer escorts, one attack 
transport, two tank landing ships, four 
mine sweepers and two ammunition 
ships. 

Besides the 48 ships being decommis- 
sioned, 14 destroyer and destroyer escort 
type vessels will be transferred from the 
active to the reserve training fleet; one 
fleet minesweeper will be assigned to the 
Navy’s operational development force, 
two rescue escorts will be assigned to the 
U. S. Underwater Sound Laboratory, and 
one rescue escort will be assigned to the 
Naval Research Laboratory.

Commander Watkins said he hit his 
erburner at an altitude of about 40,000 
fet and attained a speed of approxi- 
nately Mach 2.

When the after- 
burner cut off at about 65,000 feet, the 
plane was climbing at an attitude from 
45 to 50 degrees at a speed of 5,000 feet 
per minute. As the plane reached the top 
of th “zoom,” the air speed slowed to 
about 100 miles an hour, just below stall 
speed. 


Four Seconds At Top 


The Commander said he was at top 
altitude for about four seconds. The 
plane, he said, at the top of the climb 
was in about .2 of a gravity. 

The plane’s engine was in operation 
throughout the flight. The Commander 
returned to the Mojave strip with only 
100 pounds of fuel remaining. 

The record-breaking flight was one of 
a series flown by Commander Watkins 
and Grumman test pilot John Norris as 
part of “Operation Apollo,” the name 
given to the test flights in memory of 
Admiral Soucek, who set three world’s 
records in 1929 and 1930. 

The mark will remain unofficial until 
the National Aeronautic Association has 
confirmed the readings on the flight in- 
struments. When confirmed, the mark 
will be submitted to the Federation Aer- 
onautique Internationale, Paris, France, 
for approval.

sistant Secretaries will be called as wit- 
nesses. 

Secretary McElroy said the Defense 
Department is so huge that it requires 
a large number of officials to work out 
common policies in every area, and that, 
even if the Assistant Secretaries were 
eliminated, officials with other titles 
would have to be appointed to get the 
job done. Commenting on the short ten- 
ure in office of the Assistant Secretaries, 
he noted that continuity is maintained 
by a “back-up of military officers” in 
each of the offices. 

Representative Kilday’s questioning 
highlighted the opening session of the 
hearings. He drew an admission from 
Secretary McElroy that under the terms 
of the reorganization plan it would be 
possible to “deprive the Chief of Staff of 
the Army of everybody but his aide and 
his orderly,” and even these two could 
be eliminated by administrative action. 

Secretary McElroy said this was not 
the intention of the plan, and that it 
would mean both a President and Secre- 
tary of Defense would have to agree to 
such a move before it could be done, but, 
he agreed, it is possible. He added that, 
for that matter, it also is possible to 
place all support units under unified 
commands, although this is not the in- 
tention of the plan. 

Congressman Kilday attacked the Sec- 
retary’s statement that the new authori- 
ty for the unified commands is the “heart 
and soul” of the reorganization plan. He 
said the President already has acted ad- 
ministratively to strengthen the Secre- 
tary’s control over the unified commands 
and has similarly removed the military 
departments from unified command func- 
tions by discontinuing their executive 
agency command functions. 

He said the real heart and soul of the 
plan is the proposal to take away from 
the Service Secretaries their authority to

High Cost Of U.S. Weapons Will Hamper 
Purchases By W. Germany’s Growing Forces 


The high price of American military 
weapons will discourage the German 
Armed Forces from buying some needed 
equipment directly from this country. 

In some areas, Lt. Col. E. M. Paulsen, 
West Germany Assistant Military Attache 
in Washington, told THE JOURNAL, it would 
be more economical for the German gov- 
ernment if American producers would 
license their products for manufacture in 
Europe. The lower cost of European la- 
bor, he said, would considerably reduce 
the expenses of equipping the new Ger- 
man military force. 

Japan, following a similar trend, soon 
will produce the Grumman F11F-1F 
Super Tiger supersonic jet interceptor in 
its own factories. The trend toward for- 
eign manufacture, rather than purchase 
from the United States, was also noted 
at the recent NATO meeting in Paris. 
Delegates to the Western European Union 
attending the meeting said that they 
would like to expand arms production 
among the continental NATO countries 
and reduce the amount of imports re- 
quired from the U. S. 


Items which might prove desirable if 
they could be obtained at a lower price, 
German Embassy officials said, were some 
types of American helicopters, the Ontos 
anti-tank vehicle, and American fighter 
aircraft, 


Test *Copters , 


At the present time, Colonel Paulsen 
said, the German Army is experimenting 
with the Bell 47G2, the Vertol H-21, the 
Sikorsky S-58 and a number of British 
and French helicopters. Eventually, he 
said, they hope to decide upon one as a 
standard part of their Army equipment. 


The Ontos, Colonel Paulsen thought, 
might be superior as an anti-tank vehicle 
to the German-made Unimog, which the 
U. S. Marines are considering as an all- 
purpose vehicle and anti-tank weapons 
platform. “The Ontos is also much more 
expensive,” he added. 


The Federal Republic of Germany can- 
not produce many of the heavier or more 
lethal instruments of warfare. By treaty, 
Germany is forbidden to produce atom 
bombs, guided missiles, bombers or large 
warships. There are, however, no effective 
restrictions on the types of weapons with 
which they can equip their military 





forces if they buy them from other coun- 
tries. 

The Federal Republic, Colonel Paulsen 
said, will purchase Matador guided mis- 
siles from the U. S., and will use them 
with their operational forces. If the U. S. 
would provide the atomic warheads for 
these missiles, he said, there would be no 
legal restrictions on Germany’s accep- 
tance, 

Missile bases are slated for the United 
Kingdom and four other NATO countries. 
France, Italy, Turkey and the Nether- 
lands have approved in principle the es- 
tablishment of IRBM missile bases on 
their territory. Britain and France are 
seeking atomic weapons, including atomic 
depth charges for their fleets. 

In the small arms field, Colonel Paul- 
sen said, the Federal Republic is not re- 
stricted by treaty limitations. It can and 
does produce many of its own light in- 
fantry weapons, some of which it con- 
siders superior to similar items which 
might be obtained from the United 
States. 


WWII Machine Gun Praised 


An especially good piece of equipment, 
the Colonel said, is the German MG 42, 
7.92 mm, light machine gun. This WWII 
weapon, he said, is considered by the 
German Army to be superior to any sim- 
ilar weapons now operational with the 
U. S. Armed Forces. He added that the 
German Army did not yet have expe- 
rience with the U. S. M60 machine gun 
which will soon be incorporated into the 
American arsenal. 

Trials are now being conducted, the 
Colonel said, to determine the rifle which 
will become standard with the German 
Army. High on the list of contenders to 
become the German infantryman’s “best 
friend” are the Spanish CETME auto- 
matic, an adaptation of a German WWII 
model, and the Belgian FN rifle. He said 
that eventually the European NATO 
countries hoped to adopt a standard rifle 
for use by all their armies. 

Switching over to Naval matters, 
Colonel Paulsen noted that U. S. equip- 
ment has become the pride of the German 
fleet. He was referring to the destroyer 
USS Anthony, which, after being trans- 
ferred to the Federal Republic, holds the 
distinction of being the largest German 
warship.

Rep. Vinson Says Pentagon Money Chiefs

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) of the 
House Armed Services Committee has 
lashed out at Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense (Comptroller) W. J. McNeil for 
carrying supervision of military funds 
to the “extreme.” 

Mr. Vinson said national defense has 
been “warped and distorted by fiscal 
considerations.” He charged that budg- 
etary and fiscal policies and practices 
have “to a surprising degree preempted 
military considerations.” 

The Chairman made the remarks dur- 
ing his floor attack on the President’s 
proposed Defense Department shake-up 
(THE JouRNAL 19 April). He did not men- 
tion Mr. McNeil by name, but noted that 
the Vinson-Arends-Kilday bill for re- 
organizing the Pentagon would “prohibit 
the Comptroller of the Department of 
Defense from vetoing or altering mili- 
tary decisions or programs.” 

He said the measure will “at least”

Mr. Vinson told the House, “We cannot 
defend ourselves successfully with a 
sword in one hand and a cash register 
in the other.

On Dual Compensation 


The Comptroller General has refused 
to follow the U.S. Court of Claims ruling 
in Sarles v. U. S. which would give re- 
tired Reserve and National Guard offi- 
cers an exemption from dual compensa- 
tion provisions after they have been dis- 
charged from the Reserve or National 
Guard. 


In deciding against the claim of Col. 
Rex C. Boland, the Comptroller said in 
decision B-135114 that although he could 
collect both his retired pay and govern- 
ment salary from 1947 to 1951, he could 
not be exempted from the dual compen- 
sation laws after 31 Jaunary 1951, when 
he was discharged from the National 
Guard. He was retired from active duty 
for physical disability in 1947. 


Colonel Boland is Director of Profes- 
sional Services at the Veterans Adminis- 
tration Hospital, Little Rock, Ark. 

In the Sarles case, the Claims Court 
discarded the contention that persons en- 
titled to retired pay under Section 2 of

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Hughes Official Says 4800 Rounds A Minute 


Target Of Navy’s New 20mm Cannon 


NAAS Et CENTRO, CALIF. 

Spectators who attended the fire power 
demonstration which followed the Third 
Annual Naval Air Weapons Meet here 
were amazed at the tremendous firing 
rate of a 20mm cannon shown for the 
first time. 

A demonstration team first shot the 
standard Navy gun which has a firing 
rate of from 1,050 to 1,100 rounds per 
minute. The steady, staccato popping 
sound of the gun was overwhelmed when 
the trigger of the new Mark 11 cannon 
was squeezed. An uninterrupted ripping 
sound split the desert air as 20mm slugs 
spewed out slugs at the rate of 4,000 per 
minute. 

The Mark 11 is designed to be carried 
on fighter and attack planes in under- 
wing pods which can be detached by 
means of two simple connections in a 
matter of seconds.

WWII 20mm cannon. 

The weapons was developed by the 
Hughes Tool Company’s Aircraft Divi- 
sion, Culver City, Colo., plant, under 
sponsorship of the Bureau of Ordnance. 

A Hughes official told THE JOURNAL 
his firm believes it will be able to improve 
the cannon so that it will fire up to 4,800 
rounds per minute. The theoretical rate 
is 5,000 a minute. 

He said that one of the advantages of 
the Mark 11 is that a pilot can begin fir- 
ing at a slow rate as he fixes on his target 
by depressing the trigger very slightly. 
Once the target is hit, the pilot can bear 
down on the trigger and saturate his ob- 
jective. 

Another advantage, he pointed out, is 
that the gun—unlike the Army’s Vulcan 
gun—knows when it misfires. When the 
Mark 11 misfires the gun stops operat- 
ing. The Vulcan, on the other hand, it 
was said, continues to rotate and “chews 
up the gun.” 

The Mark 11 gun, was designed on 
principles developed by Frank Marquant 





of the Bureau of Ordnance. 


A series of seven test firings from a 
McDonnell F3F “Demon” have been 
flown from the Naval Ordnance Test Sta- 
tion, Chincoteague, Va., “with results that 
have been more than pleasing,” a Navy 
spokesman said. The pilot reported no 
vibration when the high-speed cannon 
was fired. 


Officials said the container greatly in- 
creases an aircraft’s versatility and the 
variety of its interchangeable armament, 
adding cannon to wepons already cus- 
tomarily carried externally, such as 
rockets, guided missiles and bombs, Such 
weapons can be used at a commander’s 
option, providing a free choice, accord- 
ing to a tactical situation, not possible 
with built-in weapons. 


There are some missions, they said, 
such as a bombing trip, on which the 
plane can deliver its load and make its 
return with greater speed and safety if it 
has no guns at all. When the plane’s guns 
are built in, it must pay the penalty on 
such missions of reduced range and per- 
formance by carrying them as space-con- 
suming dead-weight items. The guns 
cannot readily be removed, since removal 
in most cases would disturb the aircraft’s 
balance. In the case of the externally- 
carried gun container they can be 
mounted and dismounted at will. 


Until the development of the gun con- 
tainer the only alternative to built-in 
guns has been to eliminate guns entire- 
ly. The externally carried gun thus “al- 
lows us to have our cake and eat it too,” 
the developers said. 


They said the gun container or pod 
idea is not new, but that it was not prac- 
tical until the compact, high-rate guns 
recently came on the military scene. 


The Navy said that although no pro- 
duction contract has yet been let, it was 
possible that the new gun “could be in 
service in 1960.” A contract of $6 million 
would be large enough to equip all the 
Navy’s Douglas A4D’s.
